For $422.00 we agree to furnish all the material complete necessary to build this corn 
crib, the outside measurements of which are 28 x 40 feet, consisting of all rough lumber, 
framing timbers, flooring, roofing, hardware, sash, doors and painting material. Every- 
thing complete excepting labor, cement and stone (which we do not furnish). 

We guarantee our quantities of materials to be sufficient to build this corn crib 
according to our plan No. A 143. 

The cost of labor, cement and stone which is not included in our price, will naturally 
vary some in different localities, but by allowing a fair average price for these items, this- 
corn crib should be built for not to exceed $695.00 including the labor and all material 
complete. 

Our total estimate costs are conservative and these prices will generally save 25% to 
40% and in some locations as high as 50% (one half) the cost of the building. 

THIS DOUBLE CORN CRIB 

is 28 feet wide and 40 feet long. Each crib is 8 feet wide, the driveway being 10 feet wide. The 
foundation may be made of concrete, brick or stone. The top section is nicely ceiled and is 
intended for use as a granary.

The Construction of Our Furnace 



The superiority of our heaters has been proven by 
actual service. Our furnace castings are made from a 
mixture of high grade northern ore that insures great 
durability. Repair orders are practically unknown 
to us Every furnace is carefully inspected to see that 
it is right before it is permitted to leave the factory. 

Our furnace is powerful and economical, of a 
standard type, built for first class residence work. It 
has a heavy cast iron dome directly above the fire, 
made very strong to withstand the intense heat, and is 
deeply corrugated to increase the radiating surface. 
The combustion is forced to travel completely around 
a heavy steel plate radiator, made extra strong. 

An unusually large air space is provided between 
the castings of this furnace and the outside casings. 
This prevents the discharge of over-heated air into the 
living room and assures a large volume of warm air 
rather than a small quantity of extremely hot air. 

Our furnaces are equipped with a patented anti- 
clinker grate that is practically indestructible. It is 
almost impossible to burn them out ow T ing to the 
manner they are constructed. The removal of ashes 
is made easy by a large ash pit door. 

When ordering, be sure to state whether you use 
hard or soft coal. Special grates for burning wood 
may be had when desired.

instead. The latter however are not necessary if you draw a sketch 
showing the location of all rooms, doors, windows, stairs and chimneys 
with inside dimensions of all rooms.

We have made an 
exhaustive study of residence heating and have perfected our furnaces 
and boilers until they stand without a peer in their respective fields. 

Steam and Hot Water Boiler 

Our Boilers may be equipped to 
burn either hard or soft coal, but we 
must know when order is placed, 
what you contemplate using. 

It is our endeavor to produce the 
best residence heating equipment to 
be found on the market, regardless 
of cost. Our boilers are made en- 
tirely of cast iron so constructed as 
to provide perfect expansion and 
contraction. The joints in the 
boiler are made with heavy lathe 
turned cast iron push nipples, iron 
to iron — the most perfect joint 
known to mechanics. The fire pot 
is so constructed as to secure the 
best results with the minimum 
amount of fuel. While the fire, is 
entirely surrounded by water, the 
coal is kept away from the chilling 
surface by a series of points which 
also serve to increase the heating 
surface. With a flue of average 
draft, these boilers show almost 
perfect combustion. 

The ash pit is extra deep and is 
fitted with anti-clinker grates which 
permit the use of the cheaper grades 
of fuel. 

The steam boiler has a dome 
sufficiently large to store an ample 
supply of steam above the water 
line. The water dome divides the 
water in a manner that compels it to 
absorb all the heat and leave the 
boiler at the highest possible tem- 
perature. 

There are no packed joints on 
these boilers.
